of civilisation'and that, he sald, 
miurked a’ great change in the 
attitude ‘of mind of the Govern- 
|ments of the world towards the 

Press in its relation’ to world 
affairs. In all the recent improve- 
ments of their school system, st 
{combined endeavour was being 
continuously made to bring it into 
due relation to: life and the-art 
of living, and the part played by 


nient' of public opinion could not 
be overlooked or ignored. 


It was a remarkable fact that in 
their national histories, even down 
‘to the end “of the last century, 
and including those that had been 
written by professed journalists, 
the part that newspapers had 
played in the’ evolution of their 
national life had never had but 
.) the most cursory and ill-informed 
notice. 


Free From Contamination. 


The question was often raised 
ag to how far the ‘newspaper 
Press was responsible for cn- 
rendering and perpetuating the 

‘feuds and animosities “between 
nations, which were, in all “pro- 
bability, not less now than they 
chad been for the last century and 
might always lead in the last ree 
sort to the unspeakable calamities 
of war, Newspapers might ex- 
acerbate national differences ‘and 
intensify national | passions, but 
the sting of their’ slandér and 
the prick of their pen had in all 


probability their origin. elsewhere, ’ 


either in the, close of the ruler 
oy the counting-house of the 
trader, Newspapers were the cir- 
tilating agents of the. prophet 

Yand the publicist. : 


Even ‘in England, where~ the 
freedom of the Press was first 
established, the diaries and bio- 
1 { the ‘last century 
proved abundantly that statesmen 
: _ always had 
the gréater part of the responsi- 
hility for newspaper policy, al- 
though thev hnd invariably. adopt- 
ed the conventional pose of de- 
claring themselves free from all 
suely contamination, 


Knowing what they did now, it 
would require an incurable blind- 
ness to the facts’ of history... Lo 
altribute the brutalities ind the 
failures of British ‘policy, ‘or, 
by the same token, its successfully 
“‘ouddling through” . in -the long 
run, to the venom or the vainglory 
of the. newspaper Press.’ In 
reality, so far as the influence of 
the newspaper had counted one 
way or the other, it had generally 
been used on the side of modera- 
ha and sanity. One reason that 
had'been not infreqhently alleged 
as the reason 
inclined to the side of war and 
tumult was that under such cir- 
cumstances they, | obtained a, 
greater sale, and that the proprie- 
tors benefited in consequence by 
a larger circulation. Nothing 
could be further from the truth, 
The ~rofits of newspapers were 
drawn almost entirely from their 
advertisement revenue, and . ad- 
verlising, like other kinds 
trading expenditure, was wholly 
dependent on. the course of trade 
and business.’ . 


"The Broadcast Rival.’ 


Both directly and indirectly 
the' Press was in all probability 
the greatest, factor in. the forma- 
tion of publie opinion, both as a 
primary and,as a secondary agent. 
Tn' the last few years, ‘however, 
there had been perfected another 
contrivance of human intelligence» 
which, as somebody had wittily 
said, made, uso. of 9 sixth _serse 
and a fourth dimension, ‘Brond- 
easting by wireless of everything 
which was concerned with the in- 
struction, the amusement, and the 
information - of’ the people 
threntened to be in serious rivalry 
with the printing Press in its uses 
and in its potentialities. 

When. the era of free competi- 


tion began, as it assuredly would |, 


before long, it would be seen how 
‘Pay the tranamiasion of news and 
description by wireless was likely 
to supersede ' {ts circulation. in 
print, and-it might well be that 
there would gradually come about

specially . versed in interpreting 
symptoms—cames to a hasty and 
(too often) a wrong conclusion as¢ 
to what, is wrong and proceeds to 
tear the gar apart and’ do fruit- 
lesy and expensive work. upon it. 
Our files are replete with pathetic 
letters -from ‘correspondents, who 
hive gone from shop to shop 
having utterly misdirected . work |’ 
done at each, from which‘absolute- 
Iy no benefit resulted, simply 
‘| because it did not reach the seat 
‘of the ‘trouble. No doubt the 
‘work was faithfully executed, but 
it waa not intelligently advised. 
It was a case of “barking up the 
wrong tree” Space farbids re- 
counting any ‘of these sad, true 
instances, but similar ones ‘are 
within the knowledge of every 
observant motorist. Here is a bit 
of money and time-saving advice: 
When any motor car trouble of a 
dubious origin develops, get the 
opinion of one—or better two ex- 
pert trouble shooters as to its 
nature, even if’ this costs some-]' 
thing in time and money, before 

having any work done. ° : 


Fitting Piston-Rings. 


Question: I have a 1919 —— 
car, which haa been run about 
80,000 miles. The block has never 
been reground and the original 
pistons are in use, although new 
rings have been ‘installed three 
times.. I wish fo install another 
set of rings with expanders, back 
of.them. | How: ean I. determine 
the right size of rings to use? 
Would it be best to take one of 
my pistons; to aid me in selecting 
‘\tho right size of rings? 

Answer; It igs rather sur- 
prising that these cylinders are 
true enough to warrant the instal- 
lation of still another ‘set of rings, 
but.of course they.may ‘be. You 
will nol get the best results in 
filting new rings: by’ the pistons. 
It is much better to fit them to the 
eylinder-bores, getting rings that 
‘are slightly larger than actually 
required and filing down their 
ends until they can be inserted in 
the bore with. the proper ‘amount |. 
af clearance between the ends, to 
allow: -for. expansion. As the}. 
bores have probably worn some- 
what. large rear'their tops, the}, 
rings should be fitted in them ata 
point partway down, 80 as‘not to 
bind ,jn this part of the piston 
travel,. In fitting a ring, be sure 
that it is not tilted when being 
tried inthe bore. =’
